Hoover to Speak at 
Valley Forge Park 

Isaac Pennypacker, of Ardmore, 

to Present Audience to 

President. 



ON MEMORIAL DAY 



To Isaac R. Pennypacker, of Lin- 
wood Avenue, Ardmore, chairman of 
the Valley Forge Park Commission, 
will go the honor of presenting the 
audience to President Hoover upon 
the occasion of his speech at Valley 
Forge on Memorial Day. 

The invitation to the President to 
make the address was recently extend- 
ed by Mr. Pennypacker, in company 
with a special committee of the Park 
Commission, consisting of the Hon. 
Richard H. Koch, president Judge of 
the Schuylkill County Courts, and 
Colonel William A. March, of Norris- 
town. They were also accompanied 
by Isaac H. Clothier, Jr., of Radnor, 
a member of the commission. 

The Memorial Day address will be 
made from a platform to be erected 
at the headquarters house of General 
Huntingdon on the parade ground of 
Valley Forge Park. It will be broad- 
cast by the National and Columbia 
Broadcasting Companies over a nation- 
wide hook-up of stations. Amplifiers 
will be installed to carry the President's 
address to all persons attending the 
ceremonies. 

Approximately 50,000 people are ex- 
pected to visit Valley Forge on Me- 
morial Day, although the seating capacity 
is limited and has been exhausted in 
providing for the invited guests. The 
President will be accompanied by Mrs. 
Hoover and United States Senators 
Davis and Reed, of Pennsylvania, and 
Cabinet members. Congressmen from 
Chester and Montgomery Counties 
have been invited, as has Governor 
Pinchot. 

The committee on arrangements con- 
sists of Judge Koch, Fred P. Hallow- 
ell, of Wayne, vice president of the 
Western Savings Fund; Isaac H. 
Clothier, Jr., and Colonel March. Dr. 
Ellis P. Oberholtzer, secretary of the

the Wynnewood Civic Association 
seeking the removal of real estate sign 
boards from properties in Wynnewood 
which are on the market. 

In a letter sent out by the associa- 
tion to its members, arguments were 
cited which show the inadvisability at 
the present time of attempting to sell 
a property by covering it with "For 
Sale" signs. 

The purpose of the movement is both 
to improve the appearance of the com- 
munity and to foster the feeling among 
visitors that property values are secure. 
A new map, street guide and resi- 
dence directory, listing some 450 
names, has just been issued by the 
Wynnewood Civic Association. Framed 
copies will be posted in the Wynne- 
wood Station, Post Office and drug 
store. 

The association decided to hold in ! 
abeyance the idea of seeking a change j 
in name for Wynnewood Avenue, j 
which had been discussed recently, j 
Wynnewood Avenue constitutes a 
boundary street between Narberth and 
Lower Merion. Confusion often re- 
sults from similarity in names, it was 
felt. A suggested new name for the 
street was Gypsy Lane, which is now 
applied to that portion of the road 
which extends beyond Montgomery 
Avenue. 

Township authorities stated a peti- 
tion would have to be presented before 
a public hearing would be held on the 
matter. Borough authorities stated 
that favorable consideration would be 
given to such a petition provided it 
indicated that the new name was de- 
sired by all or a large majority of 
property owners and residents on the 
Narberth side of the street. 

It was announced by the Wynne- 
wood Civic Association that the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad has agreed to cut 
down the bank at the intersection of 
Penn Avenue and Wynnewood Road 
in accordance with plans prepared by 
the Township Engineer. This will in- 
crease the line of vision across this 
corner to about 125 feet and will 
greatly lessen the existing hazard. 

Descriptive Wynnewood signs have 
been erected by the State Highway 
Department at the two extremes of 
Wynnewood, and the Civic Association 
has erected similar ones at the follow- 
ing locations: Wynnewood and Argyle 
Roads, Haverford and Remington 
Roads, Wynnewood Road and Wynne- 
wood Avenue, Wynnewood and Sabine 
Avenues, Montgomery Avenue and 
Cherry Lane, Montgomery Avenue and 
Church Road.

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Desecrating the Landscape 

The Wynnewood Civic Association has taken the lead in a move- 
ment which might well be extended to all other communities of the Main 
Line. That is the question of eliminating or at least reducing the number 
of "For Sale" and "For Rent" signs which constitute an eye-sore in the 
midst of otherwise charming communities. 

The argument against extensive use of real estate brokers' signs is 
two fold : esthetic and practical. To consider the latter first : It is natural 
that people who wish to sell or lease property should avail themselves of 
every opportunity of so doing. But, as a communication of the Wynne- 
wood Civic Association to its members stated, ". . . in a real estate 
market such as we have today the man who wants to sell his house is 
using the wrong psychology in covering his premises with sales boards. 
It is further felt that most any reputable real estate broker if he has his 
client's interest in mind, will advise him that in the present market 'indi- 
rect salesmanship' can accomplish a sale more readily than by broadcast- 
ing publicly a desire to sell." 

From an esthetic standpoint, real estate signs are on the whole an 
unmitigated eye-sore. Often they represent but an effort of a broker 
to get his name before the public regardless of his client's best interests. 
As a rule such signs are much larger than is necessary to convey the 
information intended and anything but artistic. 

The ideal situation, from the standpoint of appearance, would be to 
remove all sign boards and rely upon the efforts of the dealer to market 
properties. The next best solution is to have but one board, if it is con- 
sidered so essential, instead of a clutter of two or three. 

The real estate profession can add their share of balm to the situa- 
tion, and, incidentally, help themselves, by striving to make signs which 
are smaller and less of an eye-sore. Some concerns, too few alas, have 
seen the writing on the wall and have produced small, tasteful signs which 
contrast most pleasantly with those of the billboard variety. 

If all Main Line communities would co-operate in this movement, 
the result would be infinitely more attractive surroundings and the foster- 
ing of the feeling among outsiders that property values here are secure 
and living conditions desirable. 
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Says Charles M. Schwab: 
"Spend all you can; never 
what your husband says; that is 
best way to spread prosperity." 

Also the best way to spread 
family in separate locations.

An Additional Safety Measure 

The attention of the Motoring public is called by Superintendent 

Smith, of the Lower Merion Police, to the provisions in the State Motor 

] Vehicle Code regarding automobiles following fire apparatus, parking 

. I within a restricted zone and the proper procedure at the approach of fire 

mind apparatus responding to an alarm. 

The Code states: "Upon the approach of any Police or Fire De- 
partment vehicle or ambulance, giving audible signal, the driver of every 
other vehicle shall immediately drive the same to a position as near as 
possible, and parallel to, the right hand edge of the curb of a highway, 
clear of any intersection of highways, and shall slop and remain in such 
position, unless otherwise directed by a peace officer, until the Police 
or Fire Department vehicle or ambulance shall have passed."

"It shall be unlawful for the driver of any vehicle, other than one 
on official business, to follow any fire apparatus traveling in response to 
a fire alarm closer than five hundred (500) feet, or to drive into or park 
any vehicle within the block where the fire apparatus has stopped in 
answer to a fire alarm."

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Lower Merion Boy, Herb Thomas, Wins 

Fame By Pitching No-Hit, No-Run Game

By pitching a no-run, no-hit game 
against Chester High School last Sat- 
urday, another boy has risen from the 
ranks and may claim his place among 
the greatest of Lower Merion's ath- 
letes. He is Herbert E. Thomas, of 
Rala, famed pitcher of the high school 
nine. This game was the first of its 
kind this season in Philadelphia and 
Suburban Philadelphia Inter-scholastic 
Leagues. 

When asked how it felt to be the 
hero of a game such as all pitchers 
dream of but few realize, Herb Thomas 
was modesty itself. 

"Any pitcher could have done the 
same thing," he said with a deprecating 
smile, "had he received the marvelous 
support offered me by the entire team. 
Of course, I am happy to have pitched 
a no-run, no-hit game, but I fully real- 
ize that I could not have accomplished 
it without the perfect playing of the 
other fellows of the team." 

In speaking of the recent appoint- 
ment of Bill Anderson, Lower Merion's 
famed and popular basketball coach, 
as the baseball coach, Herb stated, "I 
know that the whole team is in back 
of me when I say that, although we 
regret Mr. Cocklin's resignation as our 
adviser, we will support 'Andy' to the 
best of our ability, and we know that 
he will do the same for us. And right 
here, I think that I should state that 
all of the members realize that our 
coach deserves as much credit of our 
victory as do the players." 

Herb lives at 109 Upland Terrace, 
Bala, and it was in tin's neighborhood 
that he began his baseball training with 
a team composed of his former class- 
mates at Bala School. 

However, it was not until he arrived 
at Lower Merion Junior High School 
that his real worth was recognized. 
During his two years there he began 
to pitch under the tutelage of George 
Glass and Elmer linger. In his sec- 
ond year Herb captained the Junior 
High School baseball team through a 
very successful season, and, in recog- 
nition for his services, he was awarded 
the baseball letter. 

But baseball was by no means his 
only activity in the Junior High School. 
Herb also distinguished himself in foot- 
ball and basketball. His athletic rec- 
ord was such a clean and outstanding 
one that he was one of two boys who 
were awarded the cup for being the 
best boy athlete of the school. 

When he entered the Senior High 
School, Herb continued to make an 
excellent name for himself in both 
civic and athletic activities. Me is vice 
president of his class for the second 
successive year, and he is president 
and a leading performer of the Boys' 
Glee Club. As treasurer, Herb has 
become an outstanding member of the 
Student Council and is active in the 
Boys' Hi-Y. 

Also, his athletic record, excluding 
baseball* in the hig!4T school should not 
be overlooked. Following the same 
sports in which be participated in the 
Junior High School Herb has„shown 
up well* in both football and 'basket- 
ball. 

But in baseball his record is surpass- 
ing. And this is natural as he admits 
that of all athletics, baseball is his 
greatest love. During the past two 
years he has had excellent opportuni- 
ties to improve his skill under his 
coaches, Warren Cocklin and William 
Anderson, and, after his apprenticeship 
in Junior High School baseball, he 
has been able to turn his newly-ac- 
quired knowledge to the best advantage. 

His baseball experience has not been 
limited to school teams, but has ex- 
tended into another league. Last sea- 
son, Herb played left-field for the Cyn- 
wyd firemen, who won the champion- 
ship of the Fiemen-Police League of 
Lower Merion and Narberth. 

Herb is a member of the junior class 
and so has another year of activity. 
His plans after graduation are uncer- 
tain. However, he has his hopes cen- 
tered on a position in the sporting 
world either as a professional baseball 
player or as a coach. 

But no matter what fame may be his 



in the coming years and no matter what 
other accomplishments are before him 
in the coming year, Lower Merion 
High School will always remember 
him as the boy who, in the spring of 
1931, pitched a no-run, no-hit game for 
his school team.

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Lower Merion Quartet 
Wins at Penn Relays 



A richer color flowed in the Ma- 
roon banner of Lower Merion last 
Saturday at the Penn Relays when the 
gritty four representing the Main Line 
school outran Southern High School 
of Philadelphia in the mile relay to 
win in what many considered an upset.

No 
blame can be cast at the relay team 
for they did well. 

The Junior High for the second time 
in eight years had what may be called 
a tough break. Harvey Buek, lead-off 
man for the Hutton-coached boys, had 
the misfortune to have the baton 
knocked from his hands as he made 
the first turn abreast of Radnor in the 
lead.

the Main Line Garden Lover 






By Robert J. Edgar 

i May first marks the real beginning 
of the summer season in the garden. 
No more danger of frost. Coverings 
removed from roses. Tender annuals 
planted out and much longer days of 
sunshine. Daylight saving also helps 
the gardener. 

[ Cold weather of the past week has 
helped to equalize the season and a 
fair rainfall has aided a little. Warmer 
days are sure to follow. 

Gladiolus bulbs are planted during 
the month of May by those who want 
to harvest a good crop of mature bulbs 
for next season. May planted bulbs 
will flower in August and there will 
be ample time before frost to mature 
next year's bulbs, provided the flower- 
ing stem only, and not the foliage, is 
removed. This is true of any bulbous 
plant, the slowly drying foliage ripens 
next year's bulb. 

-, The flowering time of gladiolus 
varies from 70 to 115 days, the average 
being about 90 days. June planting 
will give flowers in September, but the 
bulbs will not ripen like those planted 
in May. Smaller bulbs will flower later 
than full size bulbs. 

The gladiolus is one of the most sat- 
isfactory- of- cut flowers; it only needs 
fair soil, sunshine and normal rainfall 
and should be planted about 4 inches 
deep. While some gardeners prefer 
the large flowering types many select 
the_jjjjaller and more graceful primu- 
linus hybrids which mature in about 
70 days". 

Delphinums are the glory of the 
mid-June garden, or the glory of any 
garden, and deserve the careful atten- 
tion needed for their well-being. Their 



major requirements are clean alkaline 
soil and good drainage with full sun 
and staking. Clean soil means .with- 
out 'manure, unless it be very old and 
at least a foot below the surface. Al- 
kaline soil means with pulverized lime- 
stone worked thoroughly to a depth 
of 18 inches. Good drainage means 
the bed should be higher than the sur- 
rounding soil and there should be no 
low places where water may lie; it also 
means good sub-soil drainage so that 
water may drain away readily. The 
soil may be clay, well broken up with 
plenty of humus, a little sand, and 
plenty of limestone — and no peat moss. 
Use one part of fine bone and two parts 
of wood ashes for fertilizer and do not 
place the wood -ashes too near the 
plant. These fertilizers are both alka- 
line in reaction. 

y 

Delphiniums are easily grown from 
seed, good, fresh seed; they require 
twenty days to germinate and must be 
carefully handled. They resent dis- 
turbance and the seedlings out of th.e 
seed row should be placed in pots as 
soon as the true leaves arc well formed. 
Kept shaded under lath for a time, 
they may be set out to flower in the 
border from the pots without knovv- 
iHg that they have been moved. Ma- 
donna lilies make most excellent com- 
panions. This is one of the few lilies 
that will do well in alkaline soil. 



Hardy Perennials 

By W. O. Hird 

The perennial border is now an es- 
tablished feature in the home ground. 

Care should be exercised in prepar- 
ing a new border. The bed should be 
dug about 12 or. 15 -inches deep and 
a liberal quantity of plant food thor- 
oughly worked in, as the perennials 
are gross feeders and require plenty of 
food. For best results three plants 
of a variety should be grouped to- 
gether and the planting should be 
arranged according to the different 
heights and colors. Perennial beds 
should be kept well cultivated at all 
times. 

Among the taller varieties are the 
Delphiniums in their various shades of

blue, Heleniums, Hollyhocks, Aconi- 
turn, Anchusa, Rudbeckia, Artemisa 
Eupatorium, Hardy Sunflowers ' and 
Valerina. All these varieties should be 
planted in the background. 

The medium tall varieties include 1 
Phlox, Foxglove, Campanula, Oriental; 
Poppy, Gypsophila, Hardy Asters, 
Chrysanthemums, Gaillardia, Coreop- 
sis, Aquilegia, Lychnis, Achillia, Anem- 
one and Veronica. For edging the 
border Phlox, Subulata and Cana- 
censis, Arabis, Yellow Alyssum, Ceres- 
tiuni, Araieria, Atlbretia, the various 
varieties of Dianthus, Geum, Heuch- 
era, Primula, Sedum and Forget-me- 
not are among the choicest varieties. 

No perennial garden is complete 
without Lilies. These may be planted 
successfully in the spring. The prin- 
cipal varieties are Lilium Auratum 
(the Golden Banded Lily), Speciqsum 
Rubrum, Speciosum Album, Tigrinum 
and the Regale, or Royal Lily. Lilies 
require a well-drained soil and, when 
planted, should have a handful of. sand 
placed under each bulb to insure per- 
fect drainage.

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Spray Trees at Once 

to Control Pests 



The early bird gets the worm. The 
early worm gets the leaf. The early 
spray also gets the worm. The early 
man gets the sprayer. 

A considerable degree of protection 
from insect depredations may be ob- 
tained by encouraging birds. They arc 
not only useful, but add greatly to the 
charm of a garden. This is especially 
true in early spring when song and 
nesting activities arc dominant and the 
comparatively open conditions of the 
trees are favorable to observation. 
Birds like a variety of trees and shrubs 
and those bearing fruit in the winter, 
such as spruce, hemlock, birch and 
larch, attract birds during the cool 
season. 

It is true that the early worm gets 
the leaf. Many of our leaf-destroying 
insects have learned to relish the ten- 
der green leaves of the early spring 
The case bearers of the elm and larch, 
for example, winter as partly-grown 
caterpillars in their curious shelters. 
The apple tent caterpillars actually 
winter as fully developed caterpillars 
within the eggs. They hatch with the 
earliest warm weather and compete 
with others for their share of the new 
foliage. Both fall canker worms and 
spring canker worms, extremely com- 
mon pests in southeastern New York 
and adjacent New England areas, be- 
gin feeding as soon as the least bit 
of green is evident. There have been 
cases where canker worms hung from 
the trees in such numbers as to make 
walking beneath very trying to the 
nerves. Even a sunshade with a fringe 
of dangling worms is not entirely sat- 
isfactory. This will be a canker worm 
year in some localities. The oak leaf 
rollers are frequently so numerous as 
to destroy all of the young leaves. This 
brings about a condition favorable for 
that deadly enemy of the oak, known as 
the two-lined chestnut borer. 

The earl}' spray ' gets the worm. 
There is no jnore satisfactory way of 
controlling these pests than by spray- 
ing just as the leaves arc starting. It 
only requires a few mouthfuls of pois- 
oned foliage to kill the pests. A start 
on such a diet is a most effective check 
(upon further feeding. Generally 
speaking, it is entirely feasible to pre- 
vent material foliage injury to shade 
[(and ornamental trees. A repetition of 



injury may be expected the coming 
season in regions where these and 
other early leaf feeders were abundant 
last year. 

The early man gets the sprayer 
There are not and never will be enough 
spraying outfits to do all the spraying 
advisable at the very best time. The 
individual who desires the most satis- 
factory protection for his trees should 
provide early for the work. Antici- 
pate the early worm. Feed it poison 
early, a time when the pangs of hun- 
ger following a winter fast call ur- 
gently for relief. The early worm 
too frequently escapes the early bird. 
There is real need of the early spray.

A nationwide hook-up of an hour 
and a quarter will broadcast the cere- 
monies at which the M. Carey Thomas 
Prize Award will be conferred upon 
Jane Addams by Bryn Mawr College 
tomorrow afternoon. The broadcast 
from three to four-fifteen will be over 
WJZ and associated stations and will 
be the first ever made from Bryn Mawr 
College. 

More than one thousand distin- 
guished visitors are expected at the 
ceremony and seats in Goodhart Hall, 
where the presentation will be made, 
are being allotted rapidly. Both Presi- 
dent Marion Edwards Park and Dr. 
M. Carey Thomas, president emeritus, 
will entertain many of the visitors at 
tea which will follow the ceremonies. 
A tribute to Miss Addams from Ram- 
say MacDonald, Prime Minister of 
Great Britain, will be read by Presi- 
dent Park as part of the program 
which will number among its speakers 
the distinguished names of Dr. John 
Dewey, Professor of Philosophy at 
Columbia University; Miss Grace Ab- 
bott, Chief of the Federal Children's 
Bureau; Miss Frances Perkins, Indus- 
trial Commissioner of the New York 
State Department of Labor, and Mrs. 
Carrie Chapman Catt, sonTetime presi- 
dent of the National American Woman 
Suffrage Association and sometime 
president of the International Woman 
Suffrage Alliance. The letter from Mr.
